Up to the first, applications have been re- 
ceived, at Washington, for over twenty mil- 
lion postal cards. Five millions were ready 
for distribution among the principal cities of 
the Union that day, and other orders will be 
filled as rapidly as possible thereafter. The 
Morgan Envelope Company, ‘at Springfield, 
Maseachusetts, to whom the contract for fur- 
; Misbing postal cards was awarded, tele- 

graphed to the Postmaster-General that they 
could supply three-quarters of a million of 
5 cards cach day, at which rate the de- 

f of postmasters and others will be 
complied with until all are satisfied. No

* Bounterfeted, as the profit on them Is not suf- 
ficient to compensate the risk. 

According to law and custom, two per cent.

We now have treaties with England, Ger-

Piank Shad-bake. 


We do permit ourselves to doubt the early 
of Georgian rivers with the finest 
fish that swims—the shad. Fish, as a rule, 
do swim, and perhaps, we are justified in say- 
ing the finest of all fish. Assuming, 
therefore, that the incoming Legislature will 
lose no time in placing this desirable swim- 
mer within the reach of every citizen of the 
State, we proceed to unfold the new way of 
cooking the fluny hare after he is caught. 

Bulld a roaring fire in a roomy fire-place 
that may be cut down ia the clayey soil of 
any hillside. Shad of the morning’s catch 
had already been prepared in the nicest 
manner, eleaned inside and out, and fine salt 
rubbed on them. Then take seasoned oak 
planks, three inches through, fourteen inches 
wide, and as long as the hunger of the party 
demands. When the wood has burned to 
coals, and the bank of the fire-place has been 
wrought up to the roasting pitch, these 
planks are placed against the fire and heated 
to the point of burning. On the smooth hot 
plank the shad are spread and nailed. They 
are then stood up around the coals and the 
hot bank, and baked—baked just to the 
nicety, the outside and inside brown and 
crisp, without being smoked or burnt. The 
fish are served at the river side piping hot, 
and washed down with the juice of the native 
Scuppernong. The clam bakes of New!Kag- 
land pale their ineffectual fires before a plank 
shad bake.

But he held no office 
until 1849, when he was chosen a Senstor of 
the United States from Ohio, receiving the 
entire vote of the Democratic members of the 
Legislature. When Mr. Pierce was nomin- 
ated at Baltimore in 1852, Mr. Chase form- 
ally withdrew from the party, and thence- 
forward acted with an anti-slavery minority, 
until the Nebraska bill gave rise to the Re- 
publican party, with which he has since been 
identified. In 1856 he was elected Governor 
of Ohio, and in 1858 was re-elected by a 
largely increased vote. 

His career during and since the war is too 
well known to need recital. He entered 
President Lincoln's cabinet on his induction 
into office, as Secretary of the Treasury, from 
which place he was translated to the Chief 
Juaticeship on the death of Roger B. Taney. 
His judicial duties took him from the field of 
active political life; but his sympathies and 
tendencies of late years have been decidedly 
conservative. He was favored by some men 
as the most available candidate in opposition 
to General Grant. 

He has been in feeble health for two or 
three years. Atone time his retirement from 
public life was considered very probable. 
No particulars of his sudden death have 
been received, except that the disease which 
so long threatened his life, comquered the 
strong man in the end, and that his daughters 
were at his side. 

Mr. Chase's ruling passion was a desire to 
fill the presidential office. It colored and 
distorted his whole career as a statesman. 
Our readers will easily recall his tour of the 
Southern States—after his elevation to the 
highest judicial position in the gift of bis 
countrymen—and his repeated addresses in 
favor of negro suffrage. By forestalling 
public sentiment on that question he hoped 
togain the prize that had thus far eluded his 

And he never lost sight of his ambi- 
tion until the first paralytic stroke, of a year 
or more ago, physically deprived him of all 
chance in the race. He has filled a large 
space in the public eye during the last twenty 
years; but it is very difficult to judge how 
the impartial historian will estimate his
